Minneapolis, Minn,, Oct, 6,
ate fighting between the U'nited Rtatea
troops and the Indians around Leech
Iake continucd throughout today and
the situntlon is very grave, The Int-
est reports are that both gides are bes
| ‘nforced and a gereral Indian
U, L I8 feared. Generanl Bacon and
hi= men are thought to be Intrendhed
far inland and in a safe position so
long as thelr ammunition holds ont.

In Inst night's fighting Major Wil
kKinson, one gergeant and four privates
are known to have been killed; a2 deps
uty marshal wounded pnd an Indiun
polleeman kitled. Another report gayvs
thirty Indians were Killed, The exnct
number of Killed and wounded Is not
abtalnable on wecount of the remaote-
ness of the loeality, The bravery of
the soldiers has been magniflcent, while
those who are going to their ald are
¢n crazed with rage that fearful
glaughter Ia bound to follow another
engagement with the redskins, One
dispateh declares that the biggest bat-
tie 1= yot to be fought.

The tug Chief with one hundred men
nnd a Gatling gun left Walker for tho
front late this afternoon. The Indians
nt Leech Lake are being reinforced by
Case and Red Lake Indians.

A late afternoon dispatch  from
Walker saya a boat just from the
peens of action reports that fighting
I atill in progress,

It was impossibe to bring the wound-
ed to town, for the Indians kept up o
constant fire on the boat. A gpoecial
train with 200 additional soldiers will
arrive this afternoon, when they will
be teansferred as soon as possible
Captain Shechan, head deputy United
States marshal, arrived on the boat
with a flesh wound In the abdomen and
one |n the right arm. He says the Pil-
lagers do not number more than 100,
and that they fight like fiends., Unless
overpowered by superior numbers, not
one of them will quit fighting while he
lives. They are holding out now with
the hope that the Cass Lake Indians
will soon arrive to their assistance, If
they should arrive before our troops
are reinforced the soldiers will have a

desperate time of It. After the rein
forcements get to Walker it will take
two hours to embark them and two

hours more for them to get to Sugar
Point, Therefore, the best that can be
expected I8 that they will not be able
to render much assistance except to the
force of numbers, until daylight Friday,
The newspaper correspondents reported
killed are all right. Major Wilkinson
was shot and killed while walking up
and down, admonishing them to keep
thelr heads low,

He was shot through the leg, and had
hig leg dressed, took to the field agaln,
and shortly afterwards was shot
through the body, Iving In a pool of
blood. He ralged himself (o one elbow
and shouted fo General Bacon: “'Glve
them hell, general; never mind about
me."" These were his last words, When
the fight started yesterday, he shouted:
“Steady, now, make every shot count,
Kill everything you see "

No braver man or better offlcer ever

lived. The men In his ¢command are
cerazed with rage,. When reinforca-
ments arvive they will wrenk ven-
geance on the Pillagers in their own
wny.

KILLED AND WOUNDED.

Only One Definite Dispatch Received
at War Department.

Warhington, Out. 6.—Up to the close
of office hours the Interlor department
had recelved no advices of o positive
iand reliable ofMoinl charncter and this
fact causged much embarrassment
oral digpatches were recelved but the
only one at all detnite was one which
reached Secretary Blies about 2.50, 1t
wita very brlef and sald Major Wilkin-
son and five other soldiers and
Indian policeman had been kitled and
palive-
mun wounded, It came from Inspector
Tinker and prowmised partionlars later,
The Inspector has been urgently wired
to telegraph fuller detalls, Up to 10
o'clock tonight there had been no ine
formation recelved by the department
officials from General Bacon. During
the evening, however, the department
recelved from the general’s adjutant
now at 8t Paul the following telogrnm
giving a summuary of conditions as far
as that officer was able to oblain them:
